Over the last few years, video art installations have developed 
into a powerful contemporary art expression. Video artists 
have been commissioned to creat@work and install exhibitions 
For respected museums, international expositions, corporations 
and private patrons. Few artists in any medium have achieved 
the world-wide reputation, respect and artistic stature of 
co-workers Steina and Woody Vasulka. For 15 years, the 
Vasulkas have been in the forefront of the electronic arts.
